| According to an official bulle- 
tin received from the district 
census enumerator of Bay City, 
the city of Grayling has had a 
substantial growth in  popula- 
tion. The figures show that we 
can count 2121 noses, an increase 
of 148 since the last official 
; census taken in 1930. 

This is quite in tune with the 
“cross state’ enumeration taken 
a couple of years ago, when the 
count was about 2,100.

Publication Laws 
Guarantee of Security 


Plaintiffs in court proceedings 
should be “most thankful” for 
the Michigan statutory provision 
for service of notice by news- 
paper publication, in the judg- 
ment of Henry L. Woolfenden 
Jr., executive secretary of the 
State Bar of Michigan, state or- 
ganization for attorneys. 

“The person who usually ‘kicks’ 
about the necessity for the ‘legal 
advertisements’ and its costs is 
the plaintiff,” states Mr. Wool- 
fenden. 

“Too infrequently does he 
realize that if it were not for the 
substituted service of notice 
which is made available to him 
by the legal advertisement, his 
hands would be tied when he 
came to prosecute his right of 
action against a defendant unless 
he could find the defendant and 
serve him personally. 

“In many cases this would be 
impossibe—in others very slow 
and very expensive. The plaintiff 
should be most thankful for the 
statutory provision for service by 
publication. 

“In the recent era of mortgage 
foreclosures under the statute, I 
heard several mortgagees ‘kick’ 
about the length of notice requir- 
ed and the number of times it 
must be run. In the first place the 
mortgagee is fortunate to have

Engineers To Report 
On Straits Bridge 

Definite engineering informa- 
tion on the feasibility of a Mack- 
inac Straits Bridge will be avail- 
able about.June 1, it has been an- 
nounced by the Mackinac Straits 
Bridge Authority. 

G. Donald Kennedy, chairman 
of the authority, said that Mod- 
jeski and Masters, consulting en- 
gineers for the project of Har- 
risburg, Pa, would have their 
report completed on that date. 
The report is to contain informa- 
tion on the type of bridge that 
might be built, an estimate of the 
cost, and traffic studies. 

All field work in connection 
with the study of the project has 
been completed with the coopera- 
tion of the state highway depart- 
ment and other agencies. Out- 
standing development of this 
study was the proposal of a 
causeway from the north shore 
of the Straits. This causeway 
might be constructed as a termin- 
al for the state ferry service and 
later become a part of the bridge 
project. It would shorten’ the 
distance to be traveled by the 
state boats by about two-thirds. 

Kennedy pointed out that field 
work in gathering scientific in- 
formation for the consulting en- 
gineers had been in progress over 
a period of a year-and-a-half. It 
has included soundings of the
